LIFE expectancy in Medway is lower 
than the national average, a new 
report has revealed. 

The council’s in-depth Joint Strategic Needs 
Assessment shows high levels of ‘risk factors’ 
across the towns - with obesity, smoking and 
alcohol proving particular health hazards. 

Statistics show Medway has the sixth highest 
percentage of obese residents in the 67 local 
authorities across the South East. 

Medway also has the third lowest percentage of 
adults who eat five or more portions of fruit or 
vegetables per day. 

The towns also have the highest level of smok¬ 
ing in the region, with 31 per cent of adults regu¬ 
larly reaching for their cigarettes. 

The teenage pregnancy rate has also remained 
“stubbornly high”, with a quarter of 14-year-old 
girls becoming sexually active and only half of 
this group having knowledge of common sexually 
transmitted infections. 

A third of 11 to 15-year-olds also admitted to 
having unprotected sex. The report paints a bleak 
picture of the future. It states: “The life expectan¬ 
cy of a population is linked to the deprivation of 
their residence. 

“In Medway, deprivation drives a significant 
loss of life years resulting from coronary heart 
disease and lung cancer. 

“This is consistent with the link between depri¬ 
vation and the lifestyle risk factors such as smok¬ 
ing, poor diet and obesity.”

MP: tunnel costs 
must be clearly 
accounted for

MP Jonathan Shaw has 
called on council chiefs to 
scrap plans to buy Medway 
Tunnel for just £1 - saying 
the £2 million maintenance 
charge would leave key 
services crippled. 

The Chatham and Aylesford MP 
said the proposed agreement 
between tunnel owners Rochester 
Bridge Trust and Medway Council 
was a “bad deal” which would leave 
Medway taxpayers out of pocket. 

He said: “This bad deal will burden 
Medway residents with a £2m bill 
every year. This bad deal could lead 
to a shortfall - leading to cut in serv¬ 
ices or higher council tax bills. 

“Under the existing arrangement 
RBT made a significant contribution 
to the annual running costs of the 
tunnel. 

“Medway Council will demand 
extra government money to meet the 
maintenance costs of the tunnel but 
this was never in the agreement 
signed with the local authority 
before the tunnel was opened.” 

“The council cannot rely on the 
government to continue to bail them 
out when they are on the verge of 


signing such a bad deal.” 

Mr Shaw said the deal should still 
go through on the condition RBT’s 
£70 million assets were also trans¬ 
ferred to Medway council. 

The MP said: “The RBT, which also 
owns two bridges in Medway, oper¬ 
ates according to its ancient motto 
publica privatis, which translates as 
‘from the private for the public’, but 
without any accountability and to 
what cost to the tax payer? 

“They are not subject to Freedom 
of Information requests and their 
meetings and discussions are held in 
secrecy. 

“I appreciate that current trust 
members come from across the polit¬ 
ical divide but I feel that to safe¬ 
guard and protect the taxpayer the 
assets and responsibilities of the 
trust should be transferred to the 
local council - to a democratic and 
accountable body. 

“I urgently call upon all trust 
members to oppose this deal. I would 
urge the elected authority to safe¬ 
guard the public interest and take 
urgent steps to make sure Medway 
residents to not have to pay for this 
bad deal. 

“I call for a halt to any agreement 
being finalised and the assets and 
responsibilities to be transferred to 
the local council and elected officials 
to stand up for the people of 
Medway.”

LAW-breaking shopkeepers who sold 
knives, alcohol and cigarettes to 
under-age children were among those 
branded criminals by trading stan¬ 
dards officers during the last year. 

A new report shows the team carried out hun¬ 
dreds of spot checks on shops across Medway - 
preventing thousands of harmful goods getting 
into the hands of our youngsters. 

And the trading standards department contin¬ 
ues to clampdown on all manner of businesses, 
ensuring shopkeepers think twice before selling 
age-restricted items to children. 

During the past three months, under-age test- 
buy teenagers were sent into 22 stores across the 
towns looking to buy cigarettes and alcohol. 

Four slack shopkeepers happily took their 
money. 

An undercover investigation also saw two 
shops sell knives to children. These premises are 
currently under investigation. 

Medway council’s community safety chief 
Rehman Chishti praised the impact trading 
standards - and the environmental health team 
and other partners - were having on clamping 
down on crime. 

He said: “I’m delighted with the results across 
the overall department, the community safety 
and enforcement portfolio played its key part 
alongside our partners the police and others in 
reducing all crime in Medway by more than nine 
per cent. 

“I was thrilled with our trading standards and 
environmental health teams, in making goods 
sold, and food safe for residents. 

“Our CCTV has played a key part in prevent¬ 
ing and detecting crime and antisocial behaviour. 


“The department overall has delivered in mak¬ 
ing Medway a safe place to live, and I would like 
to thank all the officers and management who 
have been able to make this happen. 

“Next year we would like to continue with the 
excellent work in partnership with our partners, 
including the police, in reducing crime further.” 

Earlier this year trading standards officers 
seized more than 300 adult DVDs from a Luton 
video shop, which was unlicensed to sell the 18R 
rated films. 

The team also seized counterfeit vodka from 


two off licences. The knock-off vodka - sold with 
Glen and Imperial Spar labels - were found to 
contain more than 500 times the permitted levels 
of methanol. 

Medway’s environmental health team carried 
out hundreds of food standards checks on prem¬ 
ises in the past year. 

Cllr Chishti said: “The number of food premise 
inspections and requests for the service added up 
to 1,429 in the past year. 

“This shows our commitment to making 
restaurants safe.”

Campaigners 
take protest 
to High Court 

FURIOUS eco-protestors have called 
for a review of the powers used by 
police during the week-long Camp 
for Climate Action demonstration - 
after accusing officers of bully boy 
tactics. 

Camp organisers have applied to 
the High Court for a judicial review 
of the police’s use of stop-and-search 
legislation, specifically section one of 
the Police and Criminal Evidence Act 
1984. Campaigners argue the police 
mis-used their powers under this act, 
saying the law requires police to 
have “specific grounds for each indi¬ 
vidual search conducted”. 

Protestor Sarah Macauley said 
almost every eco-activist entering 
the makeshift Hoo Peninsula site 
was searched, including children as 
young as ten. 

She said: “Police presence at the 
camp was oppressive and clearly 
designed to intimidate attendees and 
inhibit our rights to protest against 
the causes of climate change. 

“Climate Camp will not be bullied. 
We are organised and intend to pur¬ 
sue this illegitimate use of the law. 

“To use this law the police are 
obliged to have reasonable suspicion. 
The idea all 3,000 campers, including 
children and pensioners, looked like 
criminals is simply ludicrous.” 

A Kent police spokesman declined 
to comment on the Camp’s High 
Court application. 


Statistics will 
help target 
health service

Ironmonger said: “Part of our job is 
to be on the lookout for trends that 
could damage people’s health and 
support people in making healthy 
choices for the future. 

“We have identified we have 
higher number of smokers and 
obese residents than some other 
areas in the South East, and we 
are also aware our teenage preg¬ 
nancy rates have remained high. 

‘We will use these statistics to 
target the services we offer, mak¬ 
ing them even better. This will 
allow us to address the issues and 
improve health outcomes for peo¬ 
ple living in Medway.” 

Mrs Ironmonger also pointed out 
the more positive statistics in the 
report: “There are more healthy 
people in Medway than in most 
other parts of the country. 

“Only 18 per cent of local author¬ 
ities have a higher number of resi¬ 
dents who are positively healthy, 
partly because our population is 
relatively young. 

“Young people in Medway are 
drinking alcohol at the same 
amounts as the young population 
in nearby areas and the number of 
young people misusing drugs is 
lower than national averages.” 


Council cements 
housing project 


MULTI-million pound plans to 
build a major new community on 
former cement works have been 
given the green light by Medway 
Council chiefs. 

Development bosses agreed to 
back proposals to build 550 homes 
on the vast Hailing site along with 
new employment, leisure, business 
and green space. 

The application has now been 
referred to the Government Office 
for the South East to approve the 
change of use for the land. 

The GOSE has 21 days to 
respond to the council before a 
final decision is made. 

Site owner Cemex has produced 
an aerial picture of the finished 
development, showing a large 
stretch of properties overlooking 
the lake to the south. 

A designated area for a pub/ 
restaurant, doctor’s surgery, chil¬ 
dren’s nursery and convenience 
store is pictured in the centre of 
the new community. 

A large proportion of the site is 
also dedication to build sports 
pitches, nature conservation facili¬ 
ties and open space.

A Cemex spokesman said they 
were pleased with their latest 
designs, saying: “We have substan¬ 
tially revised our plans for the 
future of our former Hailing 
cement works site following public 
consultation and are now ready to 
submit an outline planning appli¬ 
cation for redevelopment. 

“We believe the proposed lake¬ 
side community and adjoining 
new employment opportunities 
would contribute to a prosperous 
future for the area.” 

The cement works closed in 
2000. Six years later Cemex con¬ 
sulted with residents on the new 
development. 

The original plans were to build 
700 homes on the site.

A five-star apology to 
jail hell holiday couple

A COUPLE whose dream holiday 
to St Lucia was ruined by an 
identification blunder have been 
offered a first-class trip back to the 
sun-soaked island. 

Former policeman Anthony Griffin and his 
wife Pauline paid £3,500 for the luxury three- 
week break but spent just three days in the 
tropical hotspot - separated in rat-infested 
cells - before being deported back to the UK 

Immigration officials threw the Gillingham 
couple behind bars after Egyptian authorities 
put out an international warrant for Mr 
Griffin’s arrest in connection with the theft of 
rare artefacts. 

Embarrassed officials have confirmed the 
man they are hunting for the crime has 
“similar details” to those of Mr Griffin. 

The 65-year-old said the St Lucian tourist 
board had taken steps to apologise for the 
mix-up, which turned the idyllic island break 
into a holiday from hell. 

Mr Griffin said: ‘We’ve received a letter from 
the tourist board offering us a trip back to St 
Lucia saying we can stay in any five-star hotel 
we want to. I think it’s a very generous offer, 
which we will consider.” 

The Rowland Close resident said his wife’s 
treatment by St Lucian officials was still hard 
to take. He said: “There was a warrant out for 
my arrest, so I understand why they locked me 
up, but my wife had done nothing wrong 
whatsoever, yet she was put in prison as well.” 

The Griffins’ holiday woes began within 
minutes of stepping off the long-haul flight. 

Mr Griffin said: We were the last to go 


through immigration and the officers took a 
look at our passports and said we would have 
to go and speak to a man who seemed to be the 
chief immigration officer. 

“We were terrified. The treatment was 
diabolical. I was apprehensive and scared and 
my wife was shaking with fear. 

“We’ve been to Egypt twice but all we 
brought back was a cheap souvenir with 
Nefertiti’s head on it.” 

The couple were driven to a police station, 
where they were placed behind bars and told 
they couldn’t make any phone calls, despite 
offering to pay for them. 

Mr Griffin said: “I was in a cell with six other 
men including a murderer and a rapist. 


“I was scared they would find out I had been 
a police officer and I don’t think I slept the 
whole time I was there. 

“My cell was about 10ft by 10ft with two 
concrete benches around the edge. There were 
cockroaches and rats.” 

Mrs Griffin, also 65, a personal assistant, 
was locked up with two other women in a 
smaller cell. 

The couple said there were no toilets or 
bedding in either cell. 

The Griffins were deported to Manchester 
after three days. They were met by British 
immigration and Special Branch officials who 
scanned their passports and told them they 
were free to go.

BP wind farm U-tum 
a 'historic' mistake 
warns Green Party

ENERGY giant BP has scrapped 
plans to build an offshore wind 
farm near the Isle of Grain after 
redirecting the bulk of its £5 billion 
renewable budget to the US. 

The company said the US market was 
more appealing than the UK’s with 
government incentives for green energy 
projects enticing them across the Atlantic. 

A BP spokesman said: “The best place to 
get a strong rate of return for wind is the US.” 

The decision has been criticised by Kent 
Green Party which said BP was making “a 
historic mistake”. 

Party spokesman Steve Dawe said: “I think 
BP will live to regret their decision - it’s 
a historic mistake as the UK has so much 
potential for wind energy. 

“I’m sure other companies will pick up this 
investment. When Shell pulled out of the 
London Array project off Thanet other 
companies moved in immediately. 

“Despite the global financial crisis, the 
renewable energy industry is continuing to 
expand and that’s also despite some big oil 
companies pulling out.” 

Kingsnorth Climate Action Medway also 


hit out at BP, with spokesman Andy Rogers 
saying: “I’m sorely disappointed. We need to 
invest in renewables in this country as our 
carbon economy is going to come to an end. 

“The Financial Times reported that the 
downturn in oil production is nine million 
barrels per month. That means in the 
foreseeable future oil will be very expensive. 

“It seems daft to keep pursuing a carbon- 
based electricity future when we have the 
opportunity to do something about it now.” 

The British Wind Energy Association has 
shrugged off BP’s decision, saying: “The 
offshore wind market is evolving and getting 
stronger. 

“Different investors will come and go at 
different stages of the development cycle. 

“But whoever the players are, we know 
that the offshore industry will be generating 
massive amounts of electricity for the UK 
market in the next few years.” 

Medway council gave BP permission to 
build six 80m turbines near the Isle of Grain 
in February 2007. 

BP said about $1.5bn would be spent 
next year on US wind projects and the 
company expected to spend the $8bn up to 
the year 2015. 

The power giant is still proceeding with 
limited solar, biofuels and other schemes, but 
the vast majority of its time and energy is 
now being concentrated on wind.

Degree of recognition 
for Nixon's interviewer 

FORMER Gillingham schoolboy Sir David 
Frost will receive an honorary degree from the 
University of Kent next week. 

The veteran broadcaster, who attended 
Barnsole Road Primary School and 
Gillingham Grammar School - now known as 
the Robert Napier 
School - will be 
awarded the 
Doctor of Letters 
title at the univer¬ 
sity's degree cere¬ 
monies at Roch¬ 
ester Cathedral 
next Wednesday. 

Renowned geog¬ 
rapher and social 
theorist Professor 
David Harvey will 
also be presented 
with an honorary 
Doctor of Science 
degree. 

Sir David, who was bom in Tenterden, is 
famed both as a pioneer of television satire 
and for his series of landmark political inter¬ 
views. He rose to public prominence as host 
and co-creator of the weekly satirical show 
That Was The Week That Was in the early 
1960s. 

He is one of the world's best-known televi¬ 
sion interviewers, posing questions to political 
giants and sports and showbiz greats ranging 
from Woody Allen to The Beatles. 

Sir David’s one-on-one with former US 
President Richard Nixon is arguably his finest 
interview, with the New York Times saying it 
achieved “the largest audience for a news 
interview in history”. 

Professor Harvey is a leading theorist in the 
field of urban studies and was referred to as 
“one of the most influential geographers of the 
later twentieth century” by Library Journal. 

Born in Gillingham, he also attended 
Gillingham Grammar School.

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The chief executive of Kent Air Ambulance Trust spoke to reporter Anna White about how he landed 
the top job and how his innovations have put the service at the forefront of European aero-medical care 


Q 


I Can you tell us about the trust? 


A The Kent Air Ambulance Trust was found¬ 
ed by Kate Chivers, an incredible woman, 
who has never been properly recognised for her 
achievements. She fought the health establish¬ 
ment for years to bring an ‘independent’ air 
ambulance service to Kent in the early 90s and 
it gave me great personal pleasure to see one of 
our helicopters named after her last year. 

I am only the second CEO of this amazing 
organisation, but I work with eight trustees, 
each of whom bring a special skill and lots of 
experience to board meetings. Among our 
trustees we have men and women with expert¬ 
ise in finance, the law, business and medicine. 


Q 


How many members of staff are there based at the 
Marden headquarters? 

We operate a smaller, satellite base from 
Dunsfold Park in Surrey (where Top Gear is 
filmed) but at Marden, we have 12 full-time 
staff in the office - three doctors, six paramedics 
and three pilots. We are proud that we only 
spend 11 per cent of our income on admin and 
14 per cent on fundraising, considerably lower 
than the national average for charities. 

A How many of those team members would board a 999 
Ifflight? 

A Every time the helicopter is scrambled, it will 
have a pilot (all ex-Army), a pre-hospital care 
specialist doctor (as opposed to ordinary GP or 
hospital doctor) and a critical care paramedic. 
This is the highest level of care available and we 


in Kent, Surrey and Sussex are the only service 
currently providing this level of excellence. 

Q What is the average time that it takes for an air ambu¬ 
lance crew to arrive on scene? 

A On average we get from our Marden air¬ 
base to the scene of an accident or medical 
emergency in seven minutes. We used to make 
much of the fact that we could deliver the 
patient to the nearest district general hospital 
in eight minutes. However, we have changed 
the way emergency care is delivered, so that 
by taking a doctor to the scene and stabilising 
the patient, we may in fact spend a lot more 
time at the roadside. The doctor will then 
decide which is the most appropriate hospital 
for their injury (bums, neurology, etc) and we 
will take them straight there, whether that be 
in London or further afield. 

Q The Kent trust has secured the right to host the next 
AirMed World Congress, what will that involve? 

A We have spent the last three years looking 
at other models of emergency care around 
Europe and have stolen the best ideas. We 
have gone about this quietly, but to our sur¬ 
prise our innovations have not gone unnoticed 
and we were flattered when the International 
Committee of the AirMed World Congress 
asked us to host the next World Congress in 
2011. This will be held at the Brighton Centre 
(there is no conference venue big enough in 
Kent) and will mean for the next three years 
the world’s aero-medical community will be 
looking to us for leadership and inspiration. 


« How did you become chief executive of the Kent Air 
Ambulance Trust? 

When I joined the staff of the Essex Air 
Ambulance, it was not on account of any 
medical or aviation experience, but the fact that 
radio had given me a communications platform. 
Using the media and public platforms to gener¬ 
ate awareness and affection for the air ambu¬ 
lance service, had I presume, brought me to the 
attention of others, and it was a great honour to 
be ‘asked’ to apply for the top job in Kent. 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


Can you tell us a little about yourself? 

I was raised in Bromley, where I experi¬ 
enced a happy but undistinguished second¬ 
ary modem education at Quemmore School. 

After a few years working for the London 
borough of Bromley, latterly as a superannua¬ 
tion officer, I decided to change direction and 
at the age of 21 found myself immersed in the 
world of drug and alcohol addiction coun¬ 
selling and rehabilitation, a career path that 
was to some extent predicated by the untime¬ 
ly death of my older brother on account of his 
drug misuse. 

During the 90s I spent protracted periods of 
time in Tanzania, East Africa, establishing a 
health and education project, before moving to 
Essex in 2000 where I joined the staff of a com¬ 
mercial radio station. 

I became the first executive director of the 
Essex Air Ambulance in 2001 and joined Kent 
Air Ambulance as its CEO in October 2003. 

I am married to Karan and live in Ashford.

Car tax rises heading south 


DRIVERS in the county are set to 
be hit hardest by new road tax 
rises, according to information 
obtained by a car buying advice 
company 

Parkers says Government figures reveal 
that due to the largest proportion of 
high-emission cars in the most expensive tax 
bands being in our area, local motorists will be 
significantly worse off compared with the rest 
of the country when new road tax laws are 
introduced. 

It means vastly increased tax bills for

215,000 drivers across the whole of the South 
East, bringing in an additional £86 million to 
the Government through road tax in 2009. 

When the tax hike was first announced it 
was believed older vehicles would be exempt, 
but the Treasury then revealed owners of larg¬ 
er cars bought since March 2001 would be hit. 

Under the new road tax system, there will be 
13 bands ranging from A to M, with vehicles 
being classed based on their carbon emissions. 
New cars will also be subject to a so-called 
‘showroom rate’. 


Chancellor Alistair Darling said the changes 
would come into effect from next April, and 
raise an additional £1.2 billion in revenue by 
March 2011. 

However, critics insist his Budget failed to 
make clear that much of this money would 
come from older cars. 

They say owners of vehicles that emit more 
than 225g of carbon dioxide per kilometre - 
including some models of Renault Espace and 
Vauxhall Zafira - will pay £430 in duty in 
2010, compared with £210 this year. 

The rise will be staggered, moving to £300 
next year before reaching the top rate. 

Medium-sized cars that emit more than 


180g/km - including some Ford Mondeo mod¬ 
els - could see increases of up to £100 over the 
same period, it is claimed. 

Paul Watters, head of roads policy at the AA, 
said: “The Government presented the changes 
as means of influencing people’s purchasing 
decisions, but it turns out it is also penalising 
hard-pressed families who have been running 
the same car for many years.” 

A Treasury official said the road tax reform 
would “further strengthen environmental incen¬ 
tives to purchase and develop fuel efficient cars”. 

The Government’s position on vehicle excise 
duty remains as set out by the Chancellor in 
his Budget statement to Parliament,” she said.

THE final screw at MidKent 
College’s multi-million pound cam¬ 
pus was tightened on Monday 
morning, marking a major mile¬ 
stone in the site’s construction. 

Gillingham and Rainham MP Paul Clark 
and former University of Kent vice-chancellor 
Sir David Melville were given the task of fas¬ 
tening the last screw, bringing 15 months of 
building on the £86 million project to an end.

The new campus is directly adjacent to the 
Royal School of Military Engineering, with 
whom MidKent College has recently agreed a 
30 year £680 million training contract. 

The deal, which is the largest ever landed by 
a further education college, will see the college 
deliver non-military training to Army soldiers 
serving at the RSME’s Brompton Barracks. 

Speaking before the event, a MidKent 
College spokesman said they were delighted 
to reach this point in the campus’ construc¬ 
tion, saying: “The building venture, which 
began in August 2007, is the largest single¬ 
phase education construction project current¬ 
ly being undertaken within the UK and will 
see the new campus open its doors to students 
for the first time in September 2009.” 

Monday’s ceremonial event was also attend¬ 
ed by Sion Simon, MP for Erdington, who has 
recently been promoted to the role of 
Parliamentary Under Secretary for Further 
Education in the Department for Innovation, 
Universities and Skills (DIUS). 


Mr Simon - in his first ministerial role 
oversaw the unveiling of a commemorative 
plaque to mark the construction landmark. 

MidKent College has adopted a new logo 
ahead of the campus’ opening. 

Bosses at the college - formerly known as 
the hyphenated Mid-Kent College - said the 
alterations had been made to “mark the start 
of a new era”. 

The college’s graphic designer Klaus 
Hartleben, who sketched the new logo and 


branding, said: “MidKent College is at the 
threshold of something spectacular, with the 
opening of the new Medway Campus and the 
start of exciting plans for the Maidstone Cam¬ 
pus at Oakwood Park just around the comer. 

“These changes mark the start of a new era 
for MidKent - it makes perfect sense to recog¬ 
nise their significance by giving the college a 
new image.” 

A number of billboards launching the new 
designs have been put up across Medway.

Why parents must monitor 
the video games revolution 


THERE is a wonderful quote 
which is often attributed to a sen¬ 
ior executive of Japanese video 
game giants Nintendo. 

It goes something along the lines of: 
“Computer games don’t affect kids. I mean if 
Pac-Man affected us, we’d all be running 
around in darkened rooms, munching magic 
pills and listening to repetitive electronic 
music.” 

It’s a fine quote, and frequently arises when 
discussion turns to how much the playing of 
video games influences real behaviour in real 
life. Unfortunately, the line is actually lifted 
from a 1990s routine by comedian Marcus 
Brigstocke, but it has proved to be one of those 
quoted jokes which, like the parallel it was try¬ 
ing to draw, has now been accepted as fact. 

In Ashford last week, a teenager was hand¬ 
ed an eight-year jail sentence for a string of 
assaults on women last summer. 

At his home police found a copy of Grand 
Theft Auto, possibly the most controversial 
video game series there has been. It was, the 


court heard, quite likely that his behaviour 
had been influenced by the game. 

For those who don’t know their Xbox 360 
from their PlayStation 3 or their DS from a 
PSP, Grand Theft Auto - or GTA as it is known 
- has been hailed as one of the most engaging 
and entertaining video games ever. 

It is built on pure escapism; and a rather vio¬ 
lent form at that. As a wannabe gangster you 
steal cars, run over pedestrians, shoot people, 
run drug errands. In short, it’s not a game 
which preaches morals. But it’s not designed 
to. Because while everyone starts blaming vio¬ 
lent games for real-life violence, those aged 35- 
plus need to remember there is a generational 
issue at stake here. 

Video games in the last decade or so have 
made a fundamental shift and are no longer 
exclusively for children. Many are now aimed 
directly at the adult market, which is where 
the money is. These games are no different to 
watching violent films. They all carry certifi¬ 
cates and, like DVDs, they require parents to 
be vigilant. If you buy your ten-year-old a 
PlayStation 3 and then pay no attention to 
any game he asks for, or his friends bring 


around, you are failing in your duty. You’d put 
your foot down if they were watching pom or 
Driller Killer. You should apply the same logic 
to video games. One reason Nintendo has 
enjoyed such a revival with its innovative Wii 
and hand-held DS systems has been that, for 
the most part, they shun violent games. 

Microsoft’s Xbox is aimed directly at the 
older gamer - late teens up - and the tone of 
its games reflects that. The PS3 wants a bit of 
all the pie. So bear that in mind when you give 
in to the nagging and treat your kids to a con¬ 
sole this Christmas. 

There are games, films, songs and books 
which can all influence the weak-willed and 
deluded into blurring the lines between fact 
and fiction. But removing them would be to do 
our culture and our young a disservice. 

So let us credit them with the intelligence 98 
per cent of them have - but call on parents not 
to ignore their responsibilities.

Tell us a little about yourself. 

I am a retired teacher. I live with my husband of 42 years and 
we have three children and four grandchildren. I am proud of 
my adopted county (I was born and raised in John Betjeman's 
Metro Land of north-west London, which I found very boring). 

Tell us about the Friends of Broomhill group. 

About two years ago a group of us decided something should 
be done to restore 'Strood's Hidden Gem' to its former glory. In 
recent years, the council have severely cut the Greenspaces 
Ranger Service that is responsible for all the green spaces in 
Medway. We formed a friends' group in May, 2007, and I am 
the secretary. We now have just on 100 members. 

What are the group's aims? 

Our aim is to maintain the park and point out work that needs to 
be done to the appropriate council department We have already 
had some major successes: bollards installed at the Gorse Road 
entrance to stop fly-tipping, council agreement that the footpath 
from Brampton Lane to Pepys Way needs upgrading and given 
improved lighting. Besides Greenspaces, we work closely with 
our neighbourhood police and have managed to reduce the 
incidents of vandalism and anti-social behaviour.

DANIEL Craig is looking 
tired. With his second 
Bond film, Quantum Of 
Solace, just released, he is 
arguably the most in- 
demand actor in the 
world right now. 

But the lines around his blue 
eyes don’t dull their sparkle and 
the slight sound of fatigue in his 
voice doesn’t diminish his obvious 
enthusiasm for the role. 

Dressed in a grey suit, with a 
handkerchief in his breast pocket, 
a black waistcoat and crisp white 
shirt, he looks just like the slick 
MI6 agent. 

However, you wouldn’t expect 
James Bond to be wearing his 
right arm in a sling. 

“Damn, I was trying to hide 
that,” he jokes, at mention of the 
shoulder injury. 

“I think I tore it a few years ago, 
maybe even before I started as 
Bond, there’s no way of telling, but 
doing two Bond movies didn’t 
help,” he adds, with a brave laugh. 

At just over an hour and 40 
minutes, Quantum Of Solace is 
one of the shortest of the 22 Bond 
films, but it’s also the most action- 
packed and Craig is justifiably 
proud to say he did most of his 
own stunts. 

The film is the first direct sequel 
in the Bond franchise and picks 
up just 20 minutes after Casino 
Royale ended, as 007 jets around 
the globe on a personal mission to 
avenge the death of his beloved 
Vesper and learn more about the 
secret organisation Quantum. 

From the opening car chase and 
rooftop chase sequence in Italy to 
the desert-set climax, the pace is 
almost relentless and it’s hard to 
imagine what it was like to film. 


“The rooftop scene was tough,” 
admits Craig, who turned 40 dur¬ 
ing filming. 

“There were five, six, cameras 
on cranes and there’s an aerial 
camera and resetting is difficult, 
plus the fact that I’m tied off and 


jumping over roofs. So it was 
tough but also a lot of fun to shoot 
- and a very nice view!” 

The actor’s first outing as Bond 
in 2006’s Casino Royale took more 
at the box office than any other, 
was nominated for nine Bafta

Awards and won the actor an 
army of female fans for the tight 
blue trunks scene. 

With Craig in the role, the fran¬ 
chise was stripped back to basics, 
with 007 becoming a ruthless 
bare-knuckled fighter, who didn’t 
need to rely on gadgets to get him 
out of a fix. 

Bond has fewer catchy one-lin¬ 
ers and is seemingly a more emo¬ 
tional man. 

Quantum Of Solace sees Bond 
team up with the sultry Camille 
(Olga Kurylenko) as their shared 
need for revenge unites them 
against a Bolivian general who is 
doing a deal with a philanthropic 
businessman. 

As for risking life and limb 
again as Bond in future, Craig 
says he would love to make anoth¬ 
er film, but admits he doesn’t 
know how many more times he’ll 
reprise the role. 

“I genuinely would just love to 
do another one, but maybe I’m 
just superstitious, or just stupidly 
pessimistic, I don’t know. I’m just 
going to see how it goes.” 

Before that though, Daniel 
Craig is rightly due a very long 
holiday - and a good night’s sleep.

THERE is something quintessen- 
tially English about The Grand 
Hotel in Brighton. 

It’s not just the glorious splendour of the 
building which stands so majestically on the 
seafront, its instantly recognisable white 
frontage a beacon of delightful architecture 
alongside the dull concrete monstrosity of the 
neighbouring Brighton Centre. 

It is, instead, its very concept in this day and 
age. The British seaside has taken a tsunami- 
style pummelling over the last few decades 
with its reputation as a place capable of deliv¬ 
ering luxury eroded by the explosion in cheap 
foreign holidays and the resulting decline in 
our coastal towns. 

It is particularly easy for us Kent folk to be 
a little blase about the seaside, too. 

After all, most of us live either on the coast 
or a short drive away from it. But a two-hour 
jaunt down to West Sussex may just remind 
you what makes the Great British seaside 
quite so, well, great.

For many, the De Vere venue will forever be 
known as the site of an assassination attempt 
on the Thatcher government in 1984. 

But proving its heart is pure red, white and 
blue, it brushed itself down, just as Margaret 
Thatcher did, rebuilt and proved it takes more 
than a terrorist’s bomb to keep a British land¬ 
mark down.

The staff are - as they were 
throughout the stay - attentive and polite, yet 
never overbearing. They lurk in the shadows, 
seemingly emerging just as you need them. 

It can be tricky to pull yourself away from 
the hotel and into the sometimes bracing sea 
air, but Brighton complements its splendour 
well. 

Its proximity to Kent makes it an easy des¬ 
tination to get to for a weekend away, and its 
wealth of theatres, eateries, pubs, clubs and 
culture should ensure not a minute is wasted.

Auction option 
more popular 

BUYING properties at auction is becom¬ 
ing more popular in the growing desire 
for competitive prices in the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

But there are other benefits too, 
according to market experts. 

Melanie Bien, director of independent 
mortgage broker Savills Private 
Finance, said: “The greatest advantage 
of buying at auction is the certainty. 

“If your bid is successful, you exchange 
contracts on the day of the sale, effective¬ 
ly committing you to the purchase and 
completion within 28 days, so both buyer 
and seller know exactly where they 
stand. The price can’t be changed and 
completion can’t be delayed.” 

But the down side is that you have to 
be extremely well prepared. 

‘You must carry out all your due dili¬ 
gence first and have your finance in 
place,” said El Group’s David 
Sandeman. 

‘You need to have paid a solicitor to 
look at the legal documentation and had 
a survey carried out, because as soon as 
the hammer falls, you exchange con¬ 
tracts and pay a ten per cent deposit 
there and then. There is no going back.”

Red tape slashed 

THE Government has relaxed planning 
permission rules for homeowners looking 
to extend their properties.

This means about 80,000 applications 
will be removed from the planning sys¬ 
tem each year. However, larger exten¬ 
sions will still need permission. 

Housing Minister Caroline Flint said: 
“I’m scrapping the red tape so it is much 
easier to convert the loft into that extra 
bedroom and build an extension.” 



Buy-to-let landlords 
feel economic chill 



SIGN OF THE TIMES: The lettings market will remain fragile during 2009, property experts predict 


Lettings market 
has many pitfalls 
for the unwary

LANDLORDS who buy property to 
let it out are being warned the cur¬ 
rent economic situation could 
mean higher numbers of tenants 
fall behind on their rent. 

Unemployment is set to rise in the coming 
year as the economy contracts and landlords 
are being urged to protect themselves. 

In recent times, buy-to-let has proved a pop¬ 
ular option as more people decide to rent 
homes rather than commit to a mortgage. 

But as redundancies look likely, those land¬ 
lords who opted to take on properties for that 
reason could find themselves encountering 
problems. 

Judienne Wood, lettings director at agents 
Kinleigh Folkard and Hayward, said: “It is 
inevitable that more tenants will default on 
their monthly payments as there is no sign of 
a brightening sky on the horizon of the eco¬ 
nomic climate and unemployment is rising. 

“There is insurance to cover this eventuality 
and my advice to landlords is to make sure 
they are covered. 

“Another danger landlords should watch out 
for is an increase in estate agents turning to 
the lettings market offering cheap deals - 
there’s no truer adage than you get what you 
pay for.” 

Other property agents have issued similar 
warnings while the industry has also seen a 
shift in supply and demand. 

The market could also see tenants getting 
greater choice as more would-be sellers rent 
out their home and investors buy properties 
cheaply to rent out. 

Property website Letalife is regarded as one 


of the top sources of information on this sub¬ 
ject. 

But its website also has a cautionary note, 
saying: “These days buy to let appears to be an 
enticing way to invest your hard-earned 
money. 

“Many people are becoming uncertain about 
the value and even reliability of some of the 
previously more conventional methods of gen¬ 
erating a retirement income. 

“People will always need somewhere to live. 
So renting out property must be a surefire 
investment, right? 

“Not necessarily. You need to be certain that 


you have the right kind of property for the 
area you are buying into.” 

Predicting for the future, Ms Wood added: 
“In 2009 the lettings market will remain frag¬ 
ile. We will continue to see a fall in tenants reg¬ 
istering as most will not move unless they 
really need to. 

“Overall, 2009 will not be an easy year for 
the lettings market. Landlords who have good, 
well-presented properties close to transport 
links and who are prepared to be flexible and 
negotiate on the rental price are likely to find 
tenants quicker and avoid empty periods more 
than landlords who hang on for top rents.”

WHOEVER authorized the 2005 
transmogrification of the original 
Daewoo Matiz into the Chevrolet 
version, needs reminding of the 
phrase: ‘if it ain’t broke don’t fix it’. 

The original 1998 design for an affordable 
five-door city car was the best thing to come 
out of the Korean Daewoo car making opera¬ 
tion, but a relatively big thirst and some silly 
handling under pressure needed correction. 

But Chevy (General Motors) could not leave 
it there. It also re-drew the little car’s profile to 
look like it had been on that nation’s infamous 
burger diet. 

GM said the car became more crash resist¬ 
ant, although a kicked up front window line 
looks like a shunt caused it. 

The interior looked and felt better, but pre¬ 
sumed production economies from moving the 
main clocks to the centre of the dash may have 
deterred some buyers. 

Nevertheless, the basic appeal of the Matiz 
remains: great space-efficiency, minimal run¬ 
ning costs, refinement that belies the car’s 
size, good space for four, even if the rear seats 


are rather upright, plus very keen prices and 
decent standard spec from a little over six 
grand. 

The car’s relatively long ‘wheel-at-each-cor- 
ner’ wheelbase delivers a good ride, although 
the small wheels still crash over ruts and 
holes on poor roads. 

And if you expected the little car to be 
caught out at motorway speeds, you would be 
wrong. The 1.0 model (from £6,995) we tested 
cruises well at the legal limit, free from much 
intrusion by engine, wind and road noise. 

Tweaking both the 800cc and l,000cc petrol 
engines boosted economy by 15 per cent and 
both should average more than 50mpg, though 
this is being outclassed by more modem city 
car designs and only the small engine sneaks 
into the lowest payable (£35/year) road tax 
band. 

On the other hand, you should balance the 
fuel and tax demands against the car’s pur¬ 
chase and maintenance costs. 

And it does have two more aces: fun han¬ 
dling - minus the power to create difficulties - 
plus versatility. The 60/40 split/fold rear 
seats mean you can create a little van in 
seconds.

Working from home 

is no comfort zone

HOME-BASED businesses such as eBay trading 
are set to boom as cash-strapped people look for sec¬ 
ondary incomes to make ends meet. 

But nearly one million home-workers are apparently unwittingly 
putting themselves at severe financial risk by wrongly believing they 
are covered by existing home-contents policies. 

Research from online insurance provider Insurantz.com, which has 
Kent clients, found nearly half of Britain’s 2.1 million home-workers 
fail to get any business insurance at all, risking loss of livelihood, 
heavy fines and crippling legal fees if things go wrong. 

Nearly 1,400 home businesses launch every week and the credit 
crunch will spur further growth in the sector. Sites such as eBay have 
spawned a generation of more than 180,000 ‘eBaypreneurs’ in the 
UK, who use the internet either as a primary or secondary source of 
income. 

James Pickering, managing director, said: “In the current economic 
climate setting up a home business can offer individuals or families 
a great way to supplement their income and cope with rising costs, 
but it’s dangerous to think the process is simply a matter of getting a 
laptop and an internet connection. 

“The reality is that, from an insurance perspective at least, home 
business owners face exactly the same risks as any other businesses.” 

In a recent survey, the firm found home-workers are the least like¬ 
ly of any sector to have insurance. 

Many home business owners wrongly believe their home contents 
insurance provides the cover they need, when in reality most stan¬ 
dard home insurance policies exclude any business activity run from 
home. 

With many eBay entrepreneurs using equipment and keeping 
stock in a spare room at home, losses can quickly become crippling if 
disaster strikes. A home insurer may even have the right to turn a 
significant claim down such as theft, damage or arson as a result of 
running a business from home. 

The firm also believes many online traders are unaware of their 
obligation to protect customers under legislation such as the Sale of 
Goods Act. 

A significant number fail to take out product liability insurance, 
which could safeguard them from legal action or loss of revenue in 
the event a customer is injured or their property damaged. 

Mr Pickering said: “There’s definitely a good deal of confusion sur¬ 
rounding the responsibility that business owners have to deliver 
goods that are both fit for purpose and of satisfactory quality. 

“Ultimately the buck could stop with the seller, so businesses trad¬ 
ing on eBay need protection to prevent financial penalties and even 
legal action if the goods they are selling turn out to be faulty, or worse, 
SITTING PRETTY: But home-based businesses need special insurance cover dangerous.”
